VULCAN POULTRY SHOW 

The Second Annual Show of the 
Vulcan and District Poultry and Pet 
Stock Association is now a tiling of 
the past but) its memoj-y will always 
be kept green. The show was held 
on the 10th inst. in the basement of 
the I.O.O.F. Hall, where 203 coops 
were accommodated. The wisdom of 
thedirectors in arranging that the 
btfds should be shown in exhibition 
coops was commended by all. The 
show looked just like a city show bar¬ 
ring the numbers. The genial spring 
like day, good roads, an interested and 
intelligent crowd, fifty-seven exhibit¬ 
ors' and over four hundred and fifty 
exhibits *11 contributed to making the 
show the success it was. The num¬ 
ber of exhibitors and exhibits was 
nearly double last year the first sh^w 
was held with many doubting as to 
its success but the promise of last 
year has been so splendidly fulfilled 
in the show this year that the direct¬ 
ors are to be congratulated on their 
stick-to-itiveness and the success that 
has come to their efforts to improve 
the poultry industry In the district 
through the show. Their efforts were 
ably supported by the district, not on¬ 
ly by those who hoped to be exhibit¬ 
ors and who at much inconvenience 
to themselves brought the birds to 
make the show, but by others who en¬ 
dorsed the motives of the Association 
by becoming members and further 
contributed so generously to provide 
the special prizes. Special thanks are 
due to the councils of the Municipal¬ 
ities of Marquis and Royal, who saw 
the advantage to be gained for the 
district by such an organization and 
endorsed, their approval _ by a cash 
contribution of $25.00 each. A mark¬ 
ed improvement in. the quality of 
birds was notiseable. Many of the 
breeders skw- at last year’s show the 
necessity of improving their flocks 
and some have ^imported- birds, thus 
raising the standard in the district al¬ 
ready. Fine feathers do not make 
fine birds, out -with fine feathers 
comes a better grade of stock and with 
the better stock comes what is aimed 
at, greater production. The exhibi¬ 
tion hall was thronged all day with 
a crowd of people whose interest it 
and observance of the birds spoke 
a crowd of people whose interest 
has created. 

The judges, Messrs. Joseph Shack- 
leton, manager of the Government 
Poultry Plant at Edmonton, and P. J. 
Timms, poultry judge, of Calgary, not 
only placed the ribbons but greatly 
assisted to the success of the meet by 
their urbanity under trying circum¬ 
stances and their willingness to im¬ 
part information to any enquirers. 
Both these gentlemen spoke in the 
auditorium in the evening on poultry 
matters. The meeting was very well 
attended and was enjoyed by all, many 
questions were .asked and the answers 
given should help to make the poultry 
show of, next^year a greater success. 
They took the opportunity of impress¬ 
ing upon the directors the desirabil¬ 
ity of having a two day show next 
year and the advice given has set 
those gentlemen thinking. 

1 The judges and a reporter from the 
Lethbridge Herald, who was present, 
who have seen the bigger shows 
in the province each said opr show 
was the largest town show in the 
province and expressed themselves as 
greatly pleased with the show and its 
management. 

With so many lending a helping 
hand to make things go, it is hard to 
particularize, but noticeable help was 
given by Messrs. Doane, R. L. Elves, 
Kothlow, Parsons and Terry and Mrs. 
Lindsay was indefatigable in her ef¬ 
forts to help, both at th$ show and 
previously, in fact rumor has it that 
she and the secretary spent the whole 
of the previous night in the show room 
getting the coops properly tagged. 

Mr. Shackleton, on being inter¬ 
viewed said, “The quality of the birds 
on th^whole was very good, especial¬ 
ly theWhitg^W yandottes and Rhode 
Island Reds. It was a happy surprise 
to me. It. is certainly a credit to Vul¬ 
can and' the district.” s' 

Mr. Timms said, 1 am surely de¬ 
lighted with the show. The big stride 
ahead of last year’s'show is encourag¬ 
ing The quality of birds has also 
improved. We disqualified far less 
birds this year. The Rhode Island 
Rods and Leghorns are better. The 
Wyandottes are beautiul.”

CANADA’S 1920 TRADE 


The figures of Canada’s total tiade 
for 1920 make the most notable show¬ 
ing in Canadian commercial history, 
constituting a record in the amount 
of business transacted. Total trade 
was $2,639,716,000, or $40,000,006 
over the total for 1917, which was 
previously the record, year, and more 
than $400,000,000 in excess of the 1019 
figures. Imports for the year were 
$1,336,911,000, and the total exports 
$1,302,805,000. 

The increase in the value of exports, 
maintained in spite of a marked de¬ 
cline in prices, is a striking tribute 
to the soundness of Canada’s export 
trade. The total trade between Can¬ 
ada and the United States amounted 
to $1,507,651,094 as compared with 
$1,231,656,516 in 1919, an increase of 
twenty-two per cent in the year. Im¬ 
ports amounted to $921,625,825, and 
exports to $586,025, 269. Canada’s 
total trade with the United Kingdom 
fell away to the extent of $53,000,000 
luring the year, am ount ing to $574,- 
389,000 as compared with $626,633,000 
for 1919. This was due to the decline 
in exports consequent upon the rate 
>f exchange militating severely 
igainst the purchase of Canadian 
products. 

Canada’s total export trade regis¬ 
tered an advance of $8,000,000 over 
that for 1919, which is a remaikable 
howing when it is considered that- 
inly a small poition of it was done' 
hrough the assistance of government 
redits or even of private long term 
redits of-any considerable magnitude. 
X. survey of the -trade figures of tlfe 
ast month of the year shows that 
.here"was an increase of about $43,- 
'.00,00© in exports of food products, 
mainly grain. Exports of wood- and 
wood products, which Included pulp 
and paper, totalled approximately

ABOLITION OF PATRONAGE 


The abolition of the patronage sys¬ 
tem was one of the biggest acconvj 
plishments of the present federal gov¬ 
ernment. Ever since Confederation 
political parties have been promising 
in their election platforms to get rid 
of patronage— a promise convenient¬ 
ly forgotten upon return to power. 
The Uniofl Government, when it went 
to the country in 1917, repeated 
this promise, and, contrary to preced¬ 
ent, put its pledge into effect.™ It.was 
a reform, though, which did much to 
make the Government unpopular. The 
politicians did not like it. The abol¬ 
ition of patronage did much to ruin, 
political organizations. The Govern¬ 
ment, on the other hand, was never 
gi*en credit for the achievement by 
opponents. 

There are still sneerers who refuse 
to believe patronage has actually been 
abolished. Recent appointments, how¬ 
ever, show it is an accomplished fact.

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PRES. WOOD ON WHEAT POOL 


ESTABLISHED 1672 


H. W. Wood, president of the Unit¬ 
ed Farmers of Alberta, was a frater¬ 
nal delegate at the annual convention 
of the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ 
convention last week and in an ad¬ 
dress said, the establishment of a per¬ 
manent wheat board would be too 
dangerous because of political influ¬ 
ence. / 

Discontinuance of the wheat board, 
he held, has lost the farmers $100,- 
000,000 in selling of the last year’s 
crop. 

The wheat pool, Mr. Wood continued 
will be the salvation of the farmers if 
they will co-operate fully. Many diffi¬ 
culties are in the way but farmers 
should go ahead until they meet an 
impassible barrier. Then, and then 
only, would be the time to stop. 

It will cost no more to finance the 
grain movement through a pool than 
by present methods, he continued, and 
pointed out that by working togethei 
in a body the task would be simpli¬ 
fied. 

Regulations' of the flow of grain 
necessary to stabilize the market 
would be possible of the pool were es¬ 
tablished, Mr. Wood said. 

After emphasiz : ng the need for per¬ 
fect union among the farmers, he told 
the delegates that by establishing the 
p^ol they will complete the greatest 
task eVer undertaken by the farmer 
associations. 

It is, he added, the first real fight 
to replace the' competitive trading 
system with a co-operative one. 

It will not h« possible, he pointed 
out, to establish the pool in time for 
the 1921 crop even if the greatest co¬ 
operation is secured. “It is the only 
system that promises success,” he 
said, “and even if it takes 20 years we 
should go on till we accomplish it.”

WORLD SHORTAGE OF MEATS 


It is estimated that the world re¬ 
quires fifty billion pounds of meat an¬ 
nually and that while the pogplation 
increased by 85,000,000 (that is from 
510,000,000 to 595,000,00b) between 
the years )1901 to 1914, cattle, sheep 
and hogs combined only increased 40,- 
000,000 (that is from 1,065,000,000 to 
1,105,000,000). This of course indi¬ 
cates that there is not only a shortage 
of meats in the world now, but that 
as the years go by it must become 
greater and greater. Dealing with 
this subject in an illuminated article 
in the December number of The Agri¬ 
cultural Gazette of Canada, Mr. P. E. 
Light, Chief of the Markets Intelli¬ 
gence Division, Ottawa, points out 
that general economic progress as well 
as the increase of human population 
and the status of living in the con¬ 
suming world, makes fresh demamds 
upon available lands and tends to 
bring about a relative decline in the 
output of animal produce. This de¬ 
cline must be offset by an extension 
in live stock production sufficient to 
meet increased consumptive demand. 
Any great augmentation of popula¬ 
tion in Canada at the present time 
would find us in a situation where we 
would either be severely taxed to pro¬ 
vide for the total domestic demand, or 
else compelled >to curtail our export 
trade.

Last year he 
was cock of the walk, but this year 
he lost his title of best bird in the 
show (Woen’s Institute please note) 
to a hen, “Queen Bess,” who, the 
judges declared to be almost a per¬ 
fect Wyandotte in shape and color. 
Her cockerels and pullets were of the 
right shape and color though rather 
i late hatched to be at their prime, 
j Her pen, besides being first pen in 
j Wyandottes also was best pen in the 
j show. In the Commercial class her 
! pen was first in the Wyandottes and 

I first in the show and in that pen \#as 
first Commercial hen in the show. She 
. also had the best cockerel raised in 
the district and her White Wyandottes 
took the display shield. 

Messrs Collier and Nicholson di¬ 
vided the remaining honors. Thei'e 
were 7 White Wyandotte pens, every¬ 
one showing merit. 

In Rhode Island Reds, Mr. D. L. 
Doane was an easy victor, not only in 
quality but in number. His single 
and rose comb cockerels are especial¬ 
ly fine birds. These have been im¬ 
ported to head his leading pells thys 
season and some excellent results are 
expected. His pullet won the Rank 
of Commerce cup for best pulfct rais¬ 
ed in the district. Dr. Doane had 2nd 
pen in Commercial class and 2nd hen. 
Some exhibitors entered birds but did 
not show, the fame of Mr. Doane’s 
birds evidently was enough. 

In Barred Rocks, Mr. Charters and 
Mrs. J. W Hunter shared the honors, 
Mr. Charters getting the coveted 
Burns’ cup. Each of these exhibitors 
is out for the scalp of the other next 
year, but let them watch out for the 
youth who won 1st, 2nd and 3rd in bar¬ 
red pullet. Mr. Shofner, of Reid 
Hill, had a much admired lot of Part¬ 
ridge Rock, a new breed in our dis¬ 
trict. He should be very strong in 
this class next year. 

Buff Orpington was a mighty fine 
class and keen, friendly rivalry was 
very evident. The champion repres¬ 
entative, M. C. Rhodes, had a magni¬ 
ficent cock bird easily first. Mr. Jones’ 
cockerel beat Mr. McIntosh’s, but 
wait till next year when they are run¬ 
ning together in the aged class. The 
pullet of Mr. Rhodes was a beautiful 
bird, not. eligible for the Commerce 
cup as Champion is out of the dis¬ 
trict. Mf. Finch shared the honors 
in Orpington single and Mrs. A. H. | 
Tharle was first pen with imported J 
pen of fine Shape and color from 
which is expected as they were im¬ 
ported to produce the much desired 
commercial bird. This is but an ex¬ 
ample of how an exhibition bird if 
bred along the right lines will pro¬ 
duce the commercial hen. In White j 
Orpingtons, Mrs; Terry and Mr. An¬ 
derson skared the honors, Mrs. Terry 
getting them in the older birds, Mr. 
Anderson in the younger. 

Leghorns made one of the big at¬ 
tractions, 51 brown, 32 whites, 19 
buffs. Mrs. Kitto’s single comb 
whites caught everybody’s eye as will 
be seen on reference to her winning 
list. Rose comb white was a new 
class here, Mr, Locke getting the bet¬ 
ter of Mr. Leverington in the saw off. 
In browns the old reliable Mr. Palmer, 
had a battle royal, three new exhibit¬ 
ors being in ffie' field. Mr. W. D. 
Sharp had the highest honors in his 
class though Mr.--" Palmer had the 
greatest number of wins. 

Buffs were also a new class, Mr. E. 
^R. Finckh with his first pen of exhib¬ 
ition and 3rd commercial is entitled 
to the honors. 

The Leghorn class will require to 
be further sub-divided another year.
